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Police join 
in traffic 
mobilization

WILMINGTON — 
Wilmington Police, along 
with Woburn, Burlington, 
and the Massachusetts 
State Police Community 
Action team, two Fridays 
ago participated in a “joint 
zero-tolerance traffic mobi- 
lization,” said Lieutenant 
Daniel Murray. 

“It started at 6 p.m. and 
went until 2 a.m.,” he said. 

He said that they made 
arrests for OUI, possession 
of a Class B substance with 
the intent to distribute, pos- 
session of a Class E sub- 
stance with the intent to dis- 
tribute, operating after sus- 
pension, minor possession 
of alcohol, and unlicensed 
operation of a motor vehi- 
cle. 

“The focus—actually, I 
guess, the objective—was to 
reduce motor vehicle viola- 
tions, traffic crashes, and 
criminal behavior, with an 
emphasis on distracted or 
impaired operators,” he 
said. 


In the months following the assassination of

In addition to nine arrests 
throughout three communi- 
ties, they issued 232 cita- 
tions, had 247 traffic stops, 
one civil marijuana cita- 
tion, and one summons. 

“Obviously, it created a 
buzz on all types of social 
media,” he said. “When that 
happens, the likelihood that 
people will engage in unsafe 
driving habits will go 
down.” 

He said that they’ll per- 
form joint efforts “from 
time to time.”

“We started 
doing this back in 2012,” not- 
ing that it gives them “the 
opportunity to spread the 
operation out.”

WILMINGTON - The death 
of President John F. 
Kennedy hit hard in 
Wilmington, 50 years ago. 

Kennedy had carried the 
town in the 1960 election, but 
not by an overwhelming 
margin. The vote was about 
2804 for Kennedy to 2462 for 
Nixon. But the Kennedy 
presence in town was 
strong, and the news of his 
death struck everyone with 
profound sadness. 

In the Town Hall, someone 
provided a portable televi- 
sion. Business came to a 
halt, as the employees and 
Manager Gerry 
Bouchard watched for 
hours. It was an hour before 
the manager thought to 
order the flag to half-staff. 
Town Accountant Bob Peters 
lowered the flag at 2:50 p.m.

The: flagpole on the 
Common had not been flying 
a flag that day. When news 
of the assassination was 
received, employees of the 
Cemetery Department hoist- 
ed the largest flag the town 
owned to full staff, and then 
reverently lowered it to half- 
mast. 

In Wilmington High 
School, Principal Bernard 
McMahon announced the 
assassination. over the pub- 
lic address system, shortly 
before 2 p.m. 

Churches opened _ their 
doors for the faithful, many 
of who were soon inside. 

On Monday, the three vet- 
erans' organizations parad- 
ed to the Veterans’ Lot at 
Wildwood Cemetery, con- 
ducted a brief ceremony and 
placed a wreath at the 
Veterans’ Monument. 

The half-time performance 
of the Wilmington High 
School Band in_ the 
Thanksgiving D ay football 
game was a memorial serv- 
ice for the slain president. 
Playing in concert forma- 
tion, the band presented a 
muted concert of “Hail to 
the Chief,” “America the 
Beautiful,” “Columbia the 
Gem of the Ocean” and 
“Holy, Holy, Holy.” It was 
reported that there wasn’t a 
dry eye among the thou- 
sands of people in atten- 
dance. 


For the Lynch family at 
Silver Lake, the assassina- 
tion was especially 
poignant. Josephine Lynch 
Powers was the wife of 
David Powers, best friend 
and special assistant to the 
president. To many people 
at Silver Lake, Dave was 
“one of the guys.” When they 
were in the Boston area, Mr. 
and Mrs. Powers would visit 
family at the lake often. She 
had several brothers and sis- 
ters, including Police Chief 
Paul Lynch and Arthur 
Lynch, a member of the 
school committee. 

Several members of the 
Lynch family visited the 
White House and met the 
President. Bill (“Snapper”) 
and Mary Lynch went there 
in the summer of 1963, and 
arranged to take their fami- 
ly there the following sum- 
mer. They did go, and they 
did get the tour, only the 
tour included a visit at the 
Eternal Flame at President 


Kennedy’s grave in 
Arlington National 
Cemetery. d 


Snooky Lynch was ten 
years old when he went to 
Washington. 

“Snooky” is the keeper of 
the Kennedy memorabilia in 
the Lynch family. He has 
PT-109 tie clasps, copies of 
Kennedy books, and copies 
of Kennedy’s speeches, in 
Kennedy’s handwriting. 


He said that when he went 
to the Kennedy Memorial 
Library at Columbia Point 
in Dorchester, it was like 
walking into his uncle’s 
house. David Powers was the 
curator of the Kennedy 
Library. After the assassina- 
tion, he spent years gather- 
ing and caring for the mate- 
rials that became the con- 
tents of the library. For 
instance, there was a rock- 
ing chair that had been in 
the Powers’ home. The chair 
had belonged to the presi- 
dent. 

“I once sat in that chair, 
and there it was in the 
library,” said Lynch. 

Powers co-authored the 
Kennedy biography, 
“Johnny,.We Hardly Knew 
Ye,” and Lynch has a first 
edition of it, and other 
Kennedy books, including 
“Profiles in Courage.”

The oval-shaped medal 
bears a likeness of Bishop 
Cheverus based on the 
Gilbert Stuart portrait.

the reverse side is Bishop

The medal recipients, are 
chosen for their service to 
the Church and, God’s peo- 
ple. Most recipients are 
nominated. by their pastor, 
forwarded by their area 
vicar and approved by their 
regional bishop and 
Cardinal O’Malley, who also 
nominates recipients. 

Each year, one third of the 
parishes of the archdiocese 
are asked to nominate ¢ 
parishioner, therefore most 
parishes will have one hon- 
oree every three years. The 
criteria given to pastors is 
that the nominee should be a 
lay person who has served 


the parish well over an. 


extended period of time and 
has done so in a quiet, unas- 
suming and, perhaps, unrec- 
ognized fashion.

If you experi- 
ence any delays at the airport, look for 
outlets to keep accessories charged 
until you board the plane. 

¢ Whether you drive or fly - think 
about items that can be packed - and 
retrieved - in relatively small spaces. 


Dress (dress accordingly) 


¢ Wear a comfortable, light layer of 
clothing. For example, a shawl can 
double as a blanket. Whether flying or 
driving it’s easier to add layers when 
you’re cold than to broil in an extra- 
heavy sweater. 

° Wear comfortable shoes. Flip-flops, 
ballet shoes, or loafers are easy to 
remove during security check-points.

¢ GateGuru.com provides real-time 
updates to your itinerary such as secu- 
rity wait times, flight delays, gate 
changes or layover time adjustments. 

* To save time, your airline may have 
a mobile website to check in, confirm 
seats, and keep track of flight status. 

¢ For expedited security screening 
programs, the Transportation Security 
Administration (TSA) offers PreCheck. 

*Make travel easier by knowing air- 
line regulations. “Be up-to-date as to 


what you can bring through TSA secu- 
rity checkpoints so it doesn’t slow you 
down,” said Bruce Mandel, President 
of Wilmington’s Longwood Travel. 
With airlines charging more for bag- 
gage, passengers are trying to bring 
more items on the plane. Don’t be the 
person who tries to shove a butterball 
turkey into the overhead compartment. 
Check with your airline first. Pack 
your favorite cookbook instead. 

*Motorists, to save time on the road, 
Mandel = recommends avoiding 
Wednesday and Sunday travel if possi- 
ble. “Otherwise, get on the road early. 
Have correct money for tolls or an E- 
ZPass.” Before you hit the road, 
Google the best road trip apps for holi- 
day travel. For example, Spotify elimi- 
nates the need to preload your iPod 
with the perfect playlist. You can lis- 
ten to your favorite book on Audible. 
There is a vast collection of kid-friend- 
ly apps such as Road Trip Bingo, Nick 
Jr. Draw and Play, and the ever-popu- 
lar Candy Crush Saga. For real-time 
travel updates, check out Waze, Twist, 
and Inrix. iExit tells you exactly what 
lies ahead: gas stations, bathrooms, 
Walmart, anyone? 

No matter how you travel this holiday 
season, keep track of where you 
parked your car. Some Crier readers 
send themselves text reminders, enter 
the info in their calendars, or simply 
take a picture of the location. Icarpark 
serves as a personal parking valet, 
remembering where you parked, keep- 
ing track of meters and providing 
walking directions back to your car.

trial zones. Such business- 
es include barbers and 
hair salons, dry cleaners, 
and catering. 

The proposal 
unanimously. 

Next, the town consid- 
ered Article One, which 
involved the purchase of 
120 Main Street from St. 
Dorothy Parish and the 
Archdiocese of Boston. 
The property comprises 
six parcels and 7.86 acres 
of land, with a cost of 
$1,725,000. The town has 
$14,190,939 in free cash, 
which it wanted to use to 
make the purchase. 

Selectman Michael 
McCoy said that “it makes 
sense to buy this proper- 
ty.” 

“The town is in a good 
position,” he said. “It’s in 
the town’s best advantage 
to purchase the property 
for future use,” referenc- 
ing the fact that there are 
not yet set plans for the 
land. 

He said that the purchase 
would not affect property 


passed 


taxes. 

“We have available funds 
to do this,” he said. 

Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull said that the land is 
zoned R20. 

“It’s essentially residen- 
tial,” he said. 

Kevin MacDonald won- 
dered about potential uses, 
and he also asked if there 
were any restrictions on 
the property. 

Hull said that there were 
none. He noted that such 
purchases can be used to 
address town needs: 
cemetery expansion, new 
administrative buildings. 

Jim Murray, a resident, 
said that the purchase 
would be “land banking.” 
It’s necessary to put land 
aside for future use, he 
said. 

“This is a no-brainer,” he 
said. 

Mario Marchese, while 
supporting the idea of buy- 
ing the land, suggested 
that the free cash might be 
saved for other projects. 

Residents voted 197-9 in 
favor. It passed.

Jones worked for 


Wilmington based Action 
Ambulance from 1998-2002, 
said Action CEO Michael 
Woronka, in a statement. 

“In 2001 he was recognized 
by the American Ambulance 
Association, along with 
some of his coworkers, as a 
Star of Life for their 
response to the Edgewater 
Technology multiple shoot- 
ing incident in Wakefield, on 
December 26th, 1999. He 
returned to work at Action in 
2003 and left again in 2007. 
We knew him as a friend and 
paramedic, but have not 
been in contact with him 
since 2007.” 

Woronka told the Crier, 
“There was nothing we saw 
from a behavior standpoint 
that would lead us to believe 
that something like this 
would happen.” 

In addition to the Star of 
Life Award, Jones received a 
letter of recognition from 
then-U.S. Rep. Ed Markey 
for his efforts to save lives 
when an employee opened 
fire at Edgewater 
Technology, Internet con- 
sulting company in 
Wakefield, the Boston Globe 
reported Tuesday. 

Seven people were killed 
when the assailant, wielding 
a shotgun and a rifle, shot 
colleagues before being sub- 
dued by police in December 
2000. 

A relative, contradicting 
what Jones' attorney report- 
ed, said Jones and his wife 
had been experiencing mari- 
tal problems. 


Authorities released few 
details about the deaths. 
Prosecutors said the deaths 
at the family's home were an 
isolated incident and investi- 
gators weren't looking for 
any suspects. They were 
awaiting the results of autop- 
sies before announcing the 
causes of the four deaths. 

Mei Kum Jones’ brother, 
Ben Li, said the couple had 
been having problems at 
home. 

"I think he just moved out a 
couple of days ago, and I 
think she's going through 
the motion of the divorce," 
he told Boston's WBZ-TV. 

Attorney Timothy Burke, 
who represents Scott Jones 
in the lawsuit, filed three 
weeks ago against LifeLine 
Ambulance Services, said 
Jones’ appeared happy with 
his marriage and family. 

"There was no indication 
that there is a problem inter- 
nally whatsoever, just the 
opposite," Burke said. 

He said Jones talked about 
his family and was excited 
about being a father. 

Court documents, however, 
indicate that Jones was dis- 
tressed that — LifeLine 
Ambulance had fired him, 
saying in the lawsuit that he 
lost his job after complain- 
ing about a faulty medica- 
tion pump that had endan- 
gered the life of a disabled 
woman. 

LifeLine Ambulance CEO 
Brian J. Connor didn't 
immediately respond to mes- 
sages left on his cellphone 
and office phone on Tuesday.

(19-2-1) ended truly the best 
season in the program’s 27- 
year history. This year’s 
team won the most games 
out of any previous team, 
won its third straight

that’s what NDA’s entire 
strategy consisted of - get- 
ting the ball inside the ’18 to 
the talented goal scorer.

Last Thursday marked the 
end of the careers for ten 
seniors from this year’s 
Wilmington High School 
Girls’ Soccer team.

First, an eight yard pass 
from Huertas to James 
Marin with 42 seconds left in 
the half pulled them to with- 
in 13-12 after another failed 
extra point.
